ENACTMENT No. 1 or 1905. 


An Enactment to provide for the Payment of Fees in 
Courts of Justice. 


E. W. BIRCH, [28th January, 1905.] 
British Resident. 


Ir is hereby enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council as 
follows : 


1. (3) This Enactment may be cited as “The Court Fees Enact- siort title, 
ment, 1905,” and shall come into force on a day to be fixed by the guy mmnegment 
Resident by notification in the Gazette. 


(ii) On the coming into force of this Enactment the Enactments 
specified in schedule I. shall be repealed to the extent mentioned in 
the third column thereof. 


2. No document or proceeding of any of the kinds specified in Documents not 
schedules II, III, IV, V or VI as chargeable with fees shall be ‘ 
received or furnished by or filed, exhibited, recorded, used or transact- 
ed in any court constituted by the “Courts Enactment, 1900,” for 
the administration of civil and criminal justice in the State, unless 
in respect of such document or proceeding there be paid a fee of an 
amount not less than that indicated from time to time by any of the 
said schedules as the proper fee for such document or proceeding ; 
provided that the liability to payment of fees hereby imposed shall 
not, so far as relates to any fees included from time to time in 
schedule V, apply to any person being a public servant, within the 
meaning of the Penal Code, when acting as such public servant in a 
matter in respect of which such fees would otherwise he payable by 
such person. 


3. (i) When any difference arises between the officer whose duty 
it is to see that any fee is paid under this Enactment and any suitor or 
solicitor, the question shall be referred to the presiding officer of the tt. 
court, whose decision thereon shall be final, except when the question 
is, in his opinion, one of general importance, in which case he shall 
refer it to the final decision of the Judicial Commissioner. 


(ii) This section does not apply to questions of valuation provided 
for by section 8. 


4. The amount of fee payable under this Enactment in the suits 
next hereinafter mentioned shall be computed as follows : 


(i) In suits for money (including suits for damages or compen- 
sation, or arrears of maintenance, of annuities, or of other sums payable 
periodically)—acvording to the amount claimed. 
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(ii) In suits for maintenance and annuities or other sums payable 
periodically—according to the value of the subject-matter of the suit, 
and such value shall be deemed to be ten times the amount claimed to 
be payable for one year. 


(iii) In suits for movable property other than money, where the 
subject-matter has a market value—according to such value at the 
date of presenting the plaint. 


(iv) In suits 
(a) for movable property where the subject-matter has no 


market-value, as, for instance, in the case of documents 
relating to title; 


(b) to obtain a declaratory decree or order, where consequential 
relief is prayed ; 


(c) to obtain an injunction ; 


(@) for a right to some benefit (not by this Enactment otherwise 
provided for) to arise out of immovable property ; and 


(e) for accounts 
according to the amount at which the relief sought is valued in the 
plaint; and in all such suits the plaintiff shall state the amount at 


which he vaiues the relief sought, and if the relief sought is under- 
valued the court may require the plaintiff to correct the valuation. 


(v) In suits for the possession of immovable property—according 
to the value of the subject-matter, which the court shall estimate with 
reference to the value of similar immovable property in the neighhbour- 
hood. 


(vi) In suits to set aside an attachment of immovable property or 
of an interest therein—according to the amount for which such 
property or interest was attached; provided that where such amount 
exceeds the value of the property or interest the amount of fee shall be 
computed as if the suit were for the possession of such property or 
interest. 


(vii) In suits against a mortgagee or chargee for the redemption or 
recovery of the property mortgaged or charged, and in suits by a 
mortgagee or chargee to foreclose or realise the mortgage or charge-- 
according to the principal money expressed to be secured by the 
wstrument of mortgage or charge. 


(viii) In suits for specific performance 


(a) of a contract of sale—according to the amount of the con- 
sideration ; 

(b) of a contract of mortgage or charge—according to the amount 
agreed to be secured ; 

(c) of a contract of lease—according to the aggregate amount of 
the premium (if any) and of the rent agreed to be paid 
during the first year of the term ; 


(d) of an award—according to the amount or value of the 
property in dispute. 
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(ix) In the following suits between landlord and tenant— 
(a) for the delivery by a tenant of the counterpart of a lease ; 
(b) for the delivery by a landlord of a lease ; 


(c) to recover the occupancy of immovable property from which 
a tenant has been illegally ejected by the landlord — 


according tu the amount of the rent of the property to which the suit 
refers, payable for the year next before the date of presenting the plaint. 


&. If in any such suit as is mentioned in sub-section (¥) of the Commission to 
last preceding section the court sees reason to think that the value of aseert " 
any immovable property has been wrongly estimated, the court may, property. 
for the purpose of computing the fee payable in such suit, issue a 
comnission to any proper person, directing him to make such local 
and other investigation as may be necessary and to report thereon to 
the court. 


6. (i) If in the result of any such investigation the court. finds 
that the value has been wrongly estimated, the court, if the estimation 
has been excessive, may in its discretion refund the excess paid as such 
fee; but, if the estimation has been insufficient, the court shall require 
the plaintiff to pay so much additional fee as would have been payable 
had the said value been rightly estimated. 


Procedure 


Gi) In such case the suit shall be stayed until the additional fee 
is paid. If the additional fee is not paid within such time as the court 
shall fix, the suit shall be dismissed. 


7. (i) In suits for mesne profits, or for immovable property andj, cedure in 


mesne profits, or for an account, if the profits or amount decreed are eertaineases 
where amount 


or is in excess of the profits claimed or the amount at which the quneod exeds 


plaintiff valued the relief sought, the decree shall not be executed until spt 


the difference between the fee actually paid and the fee which would 
have been payable had the suit comprised the whole of the profits or 
amount so decreed shall have been paid to the proper officer. 


(ii) Where the amount of mesne profits is left to be ascertained in 
the course of the execution of the decree, if the profits so ascertained 
exceed the profits claimed, the further execution of the decree shall be 
stayed until the difference between the fee actually paid and the fee 
which would have been payable, had the suit comprised the whule of 
the profits so ascertained, is paid. If the additional fee is not paid 
within such time as the court shall fix, the suit shall be dismissed. 


8. (i) Every question relating to valuation for the purpose of 
determining the amount of any fee chargeable under this Enactment questi 
on a plaint shall be decided by the presiding officer of the court, and ‘ion. 
such decision shall be final as between the parties to the suit. 


Gi) Whenever any such suit comes before a court of appeal, 
reference or revision, if such court considers that the said question has 
been wrongly decided, to the detriment of the revenue, it shall require 
the party by whom such fee has been paid to pay so much additional 
fee as would have been payable had the question been rightly decided, 
and the provisions of section 6, sub-section (ii), shall apply. 
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Refund of fee 9. Where an application for a review of judgment is presented on 
prapplicution oy after the thirtieth day from the date of the decree, the court, unless 
judgment. the delay was caused by the applicant’s laches, may in its discretion 
grant him a certificate authorising him to receive back from the 
Government sv much of the fee paid on the application as exceeds the 


fee which would have been payable had it been presented before that 


day. 
Refund where 10. (i) Where an application for a review of judgment is 
xlecision admitted and where on the re-hearing the court reverses or modifies

Ir is hereby enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council as 
follows : 


1. (i) This Enactment may be cited as “The Federated Malay 
States Prisoners Enactment, 1905,” and shall comé into force upon 
the publication thereof in the Gazette. 


(ii) Upon the coming into force of this Enactment the Enactment 
specified in the schedule shall be repealed to the extent mentioned in 
the third column thereof. 


2. In this Enactment the following expressions shall, unless the 
context otherwise requires, have the meanings hereby assigned to 
them : 


“Criminal lunatic” means a person detained in custody by reason 
of his having been charged with an offence and either found to have 
been insane at the time of such offence, or found or certified or other- 
wise lawfully proved to be unfit, on the ground of insanity, to be tried 
for the same; and includes a person convicted of an offence and after- 
wards certified or otherwise lawfully proved to be insane. 

“Sentence of imprisonment” means any sentence involving confine- 
ment in a prison, whether combined or not with labour, and includes 
a sentence awarded by way of commutation as well as an original 
sentence passed by a court of justice. 


3. (i) A prisoner under a sentence of death which the Ruler of 
the State in Council has ordered to be carried out may, by order of the 


Resident, be transferred to any other of the Federated Malay States 4 


there to undergo his sentence. 


(ii) A prisoner undergoing a sentence of imprisonment for any 
offence may, by order of the Resident, be transferred to any other of 
the Federated Malay States there to undergo his sentence, or the 
residue thereof. 


(iii) No order under this section shall be made except with the 
consent of the Resident of the State to which such prisoner is to be 
transferred, and such consent shall be expressly set forth under the 
hand of the said Resident, or of the Secretary to the said Resident, on 
the face of the said order.

The Council meets at 2 p.m. 


1. The Resident reads the evidence in the cases of Anjang, Taib, Mat, 
Ngah, Budin and Hassan, convicted of the murder of five Chinese at Sungei 
Sireh, Teluk Anson, and sentenced to death by the Judicial Commissioner. 


Two petitions from friends of the prisoners are also read. 
The members of Council being asked to state their views. 
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The Datoh Panglima Besar draws attention to the fact that two of the 
prisoners denied being present but had no witnesses to prove the «lili. 


His Highness the Sultan replies that the case has been thrashed out in 
Court and there can be no doubt that all are equally guilty. 


The Raja di Hilir and Datoh Mentri ask the Council to consider the 
fact that the murder occurred during bilan puaga. 


The Resident points out that it is impossible to admit that plea, as it 
would create an impression that crimes can be committed with impunity 
during puasa, 


His Highness the Sultan expresses agreement with the Resident’s view. 


The Datoh Stia is in favour of commuting sentence in the case of the 
two men who protested their innocence. 


The Datoh Sri Adika Raja, Datoh Temenggong, the Secretary to Resi- 
dent, Datoh Laksamana, Raja di Hilir and Raja Muda, consider that the 
sentence should be confirmed in every case. 


The Raja Muda points out that in the case of one man, Anjang, there 
was some provocation. 


The Resident replies that this cannot be considered a mitigating 
circumstance as the murder was committed some hours after the provocation 
had been given. 


The Council confirms the sentence of death on all six prisoners and 
directs that it be carried out in the Central Prison, Taiping. 


2. An Enactment to provide for the Payment of Fees in Courts of 
Justice is laid before the Council and passed, becoming No. 1 of 1905. 


3. An Enactment to provide for the Transfer of Prisoners to and from 
any other of the Federated Malay States to undergo sentences of death or 
imprisonment, is considered and passed, becoming No. 2 of 1905. 


+. An Enactment to repeal Section 16 of the Harbour Order in 
Council, 1891, is explained by the Resident and passed, becoming No. 3 
of 1905. 


5. The Council decides that the salary of the newly appointed Datoh 
Panglima Kinta shall be $1,980 per annum, as in the case of the late Datoh. 


6. The Council considers an appeal for assistance from Sri Nara Suri, 
Alang Medayu, widow of the late Toh Nara. It is decided that she be 
granted a pension of $6 per mensem. 


7. The resignation of Ahmad bin Nakhoda Jambang, Assistant 
Penghulu, Kota Stia, is accepted. 


8. An application for increase of salary from Indut, Penghulu of Kota 
Lama Kanan, is discussed, and on the Resident’s recommendation it is 
decided to inform him that the matter can be considered in connection with 
the Estimates for 1906.

1. The Resident lays before the Council an Enactment to amend the 
Law relating to the term of Labour Contracts and points out the advantages 
of the extension of the term of contract. The Enactment is passed, becoming 
No. 27 of 1904. 


2. An Enactment to amend the Law relating to the protection of 
Indian Immigrants is submitted. After a few comments by the Resident 
the Enactment is passed, and numbered No. 28 of 1904. 


3. An Enactment to provide for the return from the State to the 
Colony of persons accused or convicted of offences in the Colony of the 
Straits Settlements is laid before the Council and passed, becoming No. 29 
of 1904. 


4, The Council considers and grants an application by Mr. F. 
Freudweiler for exclusive privileges in respect of a new Tapping Punch for 
tapping rubber. 


5. The Sultan informs the Council that he has been pleased to raise 
the Datoh Muda Abdul Wahab to the rank of Orang Kaya Kaya Datoh 
Panglima Kinta, and that as such he is to nominate the Penghulu of Ipoh in 
succession to Inche Muhammad Said, the question of whose interdiction from 
duty is to stand over till the next meeting of Council. 
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The Council agrees that such procedure is in accordance with ancient 
rea) 
custom. 


6. On the proposal of His Highness the Sultan it is decided to appoint 
the Orang Kaya Kaya Sri Adika Raja aud the Datoh Shabandar to be co- 
administrators with Mr. A. 8. Haynes of the estate of the late Muhammad 
Usof, Datoh Panglima Kinta, in accordance with the decision of a previous 
meeting of the Council. 


7. His Highness the Sultan refers to a petition which he has received 
from Che Wan and others interested in the administration of the estate of the 
late Datoh Panglima Kinta, about the sale of certain lands belonging to the 
estate. It ig decided that the matter should be referred to the administ- 
rators. 


8. The Sultan informs the Council that he has been pleased to confer 
upon Muhammad Aris the title of Toh Muda Daim, with an allowance of $20 
per mensem. It is rexolved not to cutrust to Muhammad Aris the duty of 
assisting in the supervision of the mukim of Kota Lama Kiri, a duty which 
the title of Toh Muda Daim formerly carried with it, but to recommend the 
creation of a separate appointment of Assistant Penghulu, Kota Lama Kiri, 
as was suggested at a former meeting of Council. It is recommended that 
the salary of this appointment should be $240 per annum, instead of $180 
per annum as was previously proposed. It is further resolved that the 
appointment be conferred upon Kulop Brahim. 


9. Two applications for Government contributions towards the cost of 
building or repairing Mosques at Tapah Road and Slim, respectively, are 
considered, and it is decided to make a grant not exceeding $200 in each 
case to be given dollar for dollar of local subscriptions. 


10. On the recommendation of the Resident it is resolved to cancel the 
present reserve for a Malay burial ground at Plang, which has not been 
used for some years, and to excise from the plan that part of the reserve 
which contains graves. The parts thus excised is to be declared a reserve 
for the purposes of a Malay burial ground on condition that it is cleaned of 
jungle and properly fenced in by the: adjoining land-holders and is maintained 


as “ Tanah Wakaf” by the Penghulu of the District. 


11. The following applications for mining rights over agricultural land 
are considered and approved on the terms stated in the subjoined schedule :—

On the recommendation of the Resident it is decided to charge a lump 
sum as above for the conversion of each lot and not to charge premium at so 
much per acre in each case. 


12. Anapplication from Tan Ah Mai for mining rights over 6 acres of a 
block of agricultural land at Tupai, held under Grant No. 424, is considered. 
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It is decided to allow mining rights on payment of a sum of $1,000 and on 
condition that the whole block of land, amounting to 11 acres, 1 rood, 29 
poles, is worked. 

13. Mining rights are also granted to Teh Rapiah and Muhammad Dris 
over 10 acres of fumpong land, held under an Agricultural Title, in the 
mukim of Pulau Kamiri, Kuala Kangsar, on payment of a sum of 8200. It 
is decided that when mining operations are finished, the applicants should 
get back an agricultural title for the land. 


14. On the recommendation of [His Highness the Sultan, Syed Abdullah, 
Assistant Kathi, Kuala Kangsar, is appointed to be Clief Kathi on $75 per 
mensem, and Haji Abdul Karim to be Assistant Kathi, Kuala Kangsar, on 
$40 per mensem. 


The Sultan refers to the debts of Syed Abdullah to Chetties and others, 
and points out that it is inadvisable that one holding the position of Chief 
Kathi should be under pecuniary liabilities to private persons. He 
suggests that the Government should advance money to pay off these debts, 
and deduct a certain percentage of Syed Abdullah’s monthly salary until 
the sum thus advanced is recovered. It is eventually decided that Syed 
Abdullah’s ereditors should be given the option of being paid either cash 
down by means of a Government loan at the rate of 75 cents in the dollar 
or in monthly instalments until the full amount due has been paid and that 
a European Officer be appointed to settle all such claims.

“THE INDIAN IMMIGRATION ENACTMENT, 1904.” 


Rezes made on the 31st day of March, 1905. 


In exercise of the power conferred on him by “The 
Indian Immigration Enactment, 1904,” the Resident, 
with the approval of the Resident-General, has been 
pleased to make the following Rules for the manage- 
ment and regulation of Indian Immigrants : 


Unper Section 24, 


1. The immigrant should be free from contagious disease and in a 
fit state of health to perform six hundred days’ field labour. 


2. The immigrant should be between the ages of 15 and 45. 

3. Fakirs, Brahmins and beggars should be rejected. 

4. Cases of hernia, hydrocele and enlarged testicles should be 
rejected. 

5. Cases of ophthalmia or of discased eyclids, cataract double or 
single, and of spots on the cornea should be rejected. 

6. Short stature or slimness is not an objection if the immigrant 
be wiry and strong and able to handle agricultural implements well. 

7. Any signs of leprosy, epilepsy, insanity, varicose veins in any 
part of the body, ulcers on legs or feet and syphilis in any form are 
sufficient to justify rejection. 

8. Single women who are pregnant or with infants in arms should 
not be passed. 

9. Immigrants suffering from ansemia should not be passed. 

10. Labourers are required not only for heavy and trying labour—- 
e.g., labour on sugar estates, railway and road construction—but also 
for lighter labour—e.g., coconut or coffee estates—or under less trying 
condition—e.g., light labour on a sugar estate. Immigrants fit only 
for light work may be accepted if otherwise healthy. 

11. The Medical Officer should understand that while no candi- 
dates should be passed unless there is a reasonable certainty that they 
will be able to perform their contracts, it is on the other hand most 
desirable that no men should be rejected about whom such reasonable 
certainty exists. 

Unver Sections 26 anp 27. 


1. The Superintendent may, if he is satisfied that an immigrant 
tendering the fee for the redemption of his or her contract, whether 
under section 26 or 27, is not being engaged to labour for an employer 
other than the one by whom he was originally engaged, at: his discre- 
tion require such immigrant to pay in lieu of the sum of $50 any less 
sum, which shall not, however, be less than 830. 

2. In every case where a less sum than $50 is received, the Super- 
intendent shall record the reasons for his action in writing and he 
may, if he thinks fit, require the immigrant to enter into a bond for 
the payment of the balance of the S50 if called upon within three 
months from the date of his discharge. 
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Unpver Section 44. 


The rates for the conversion of the wages of statute immigrants 
are as follows :— 


Five annas=22 cents. Three annas=13 cents. Two annas 
cash in lieu of rations = 10 cents. 


UNDER Section 56. 
HOSPITALS. | CONSTRUCTION, 

1. Hospital accommodation shall be provided in the proportion 
of eight beds for every 100 male statute immigrants, and in the 
same proportion for females. Separate accommodation shall also be 
provided in the proportion of one bed to every 100 male statute 
Immigrants for use in special cases when necessary (e.g., for bad 
dysentery and diarrhea cases). 


2. The minimum superficial area for each bed, in ordinary wards, 
shall be 60 square feet (8'x 73"); in the special wards it shall be 
90 square feet (9'x 10"). No ward shall contain more than 36 beds, 
which shall be arranged in two rows. 


3. The wards shall be built with plank or bertam sides, and with 
floors of cement, or of plank with cement underneath the wards, the 
floors being raised 24 feet at least from the ground. The ground 
under the wards shall be rammed hard, and each ward shall be 
surrounded with a gutter-drain for carrying off surface water. 


4, Window and door space shall constitute at least one-ninth of 
the total superficial area of each ward. There shall also be an open 
space, the whole length of the ward, not less than 3 inches wide, 
between the flooring and the lower edge of the bertam or plank sides, 
and a similar space, not less than 1 foot wide, between the upper 
edye of these sides and the wall plate. 


5. The cots for the patients shall be of plank, not less than 2 
feet 3 inches, or more than 3 feet in width, resting each upon 
two iron trestles. 


6. A bathing-tank and latrines shall he erected for each hospital, 
at a suitable distance from the wards, but under a separate roof. 
Commodes or suitable utensils shall be provided for the use of patients 
unable to leave their wards. 


7. Suitable cooking accommodation shall be provided in the imme- 
diate neighbourhood of each hospital. 


STAFF. 

8. The resident staff of each hospital shall consist of either a duly 
qualified practitioner, or an apothecary, dresser or dressers, and neces- 
sary attendants. These officers shall, unless it be otherwise ordered 
(when the Resident Medical Officer is a duly qualified practitioner), 
be under the control of the Government Medical Officer. As a rule, 
one dresser and two attendants shall be considered sufficient for 50 
patients. Cooks and scavengers shall be engaged in numbers con- 
sidered by the Government Medical Officer to be sufficient, and this 
officer shall have the power of ordering that extra attendants be taken 
on when necessity requires such additional help. 
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9. The hospitals shall, when the Resident Medical Officer is a 
qualified practitioner, be subject to the supervision of, and in other 
cases under the charge of, the Government Medical Officer of the 
district in which they may be situated, and unless it be otherwise 
ordered, the Government Medical Officer shall visit each hospital in 
his district three times a week or oftener if required. 


EQUIPMENT. 

10. Clothing.—Two suits of hospital clothing shall be provided for 
each bed, and arrangements shall be made for washing this clothing. 
Blankets (in the proportion of three for every two beds) and pillows 
(one for each bed) shall also he provided. 


11. Medicines and Instruments.—Medicines shall be kept in each 
hospital as specified in the annexed list, with the necessary apparatus 
for compounding and dispensing: and the following instruments 
shall also be provided in each hospital : 


One pocket-case of surgical instruments ; 


One enema-syringe with stomach-tube (Higgiuson’s syringe with 
soft rubber stomach-tube recommended) ; 


One stethoscope ; 
Three catheters—sizes 1, 3 and 9, or 2, 4 and 8; 
Three clinical thermometers. 


ADMINISTRATION, 


12. Each Apothecary shall live in the immediate neighbourhood of 
his hospital; he shall, subject to the supervision of the Government 
Medical Officer, have the immediate care of the patients in hospital, 
and shall be responsible that all treatment ordered by the Government 
Medical Officer or himself is carried out. The dressers and attendants 
and all servants of each hospital shall, for the performance of their 
duties, be under the direction of the Apothecary, and this latter shall 
report any neglect of duty to the Government. Medical Officer. 


13. Each Apothecary shall be responsible for the order and clean- 
liness of his hospital, and shall see that any direction of the Govern- 
ment Medical Officer as regards these points is carried out. As a 
rule, to ensure general cleanliness, each ward shall be swept twice a 
day and the floor washed once a week. Latrines shall be cleaned 
daily and their contents buried. 


14. Each Apothecary shall be responsible that the supply of 
medicines is kept up and that the instruments and equipment 
generally of his hospital are kept in order; he shall keep the Nominal 
Registers and any other hospital hooks; he shall also indent for the 
hospital diets, according to the authorised scales, in sufficient numbers, 
and shall report to the Government Medical Officer any delay in 
having such dicts supplied, as well as any extra articles of diet that 
may be necessary.

PROCLAMATION UNDER LAND RULE 21 AS TO 
PADI PLANTING OPERATIONS FOR THE SEASON 1905-1906. 
DISTRICT OF LARUT AND KRIAN. 


No. 513.—These rules apply to the whole District, comprising the 
provinces of Larut, Krian, Matang and Selama, and the carrying out of the- 
procedure is entrusted to the Penghulus, each in his own mukim. 


Tt has been found impossible, owing to the uncertainty of the com- 
mencement of the rainy season, to set aside any particular day for the 
simultaneous commencement of work in any District, or even in any 
particular mukim. 


It is therefore left to each Penghulu, after consultation with the chief 
padi planters of his mukim, to settle, with the approval of the Collector of 
the District, the exact date for the commencement in his mukim or in any 
division of it. The Penghulu will also decide where fences are necessary 
and which landholder should bear the expense of making and maintaining 
them. 


Each Penghulu will, after the Collector has approved the day on which 
work is to commence, prepare and sign notices sufficient for his mukim, to 
be posted at all Mosques, Police Stations, Baleis and other usual places, 
setting forth the day when work is to be commenced in the fields, when the 
nurseries are to be commenced, when the padi is to be transplanted and 
when the fencing is to be completed, allowing sufficient time for each 
section of the work to be completed. Such notices to be posted at least one 
month before work is ordered to commence. 


Failure to comply with the orders of the Penghulu thus promulgated 
will render landholders liable to the penalties set forth in Land Rule 22.

“ (ii) Any person permitting a house to be so overcrowded as to be 
injurious or dangerous to the health of the inhabitants shall be liable 
to a fine not exceeding 820 for each day during which such overerowd- 
ing continues after receipt of notice from the Board to discontinue such 
overcrowding. 


“ (iii) For the purpose of these By-laws a house shall be deemed to 
be so overcrowded as to be dangerous or prejudicial to the health of the 
inhabitants thereof if it or any room therein is found to be inhabited 
in‘excess of the proportion of one adult to every 350 cubic feet of clear 
internal space measured as to height between the floor and the wall 
plate, provided that no space at the height of more than 10 feet from 
the floor be taken into consideration, and in such calculation every 
person over 10 years of age shall be deemed an adult and two children 
not exceeding 10 years of age shall be counted as an adult.”

This regret is shared by 
His Highness the Sultan and by all classes who are able to recollect Sir 
Hugh Low’s administration. He retained till the last the deepest interest 
in everything relative to the State which so greatly prospered under his 
government. 


The British Resident learned with deep regret on the morning of the 
18th instant of the death of Mr. P. J. Nelson, Superintendent of Posts and 
Telegraphs, Perak, and immediately communicated the sad news to the 
Resident-General, from whom he received at noon the following telegram : 


“T am extremely sorry to hear of Nelson’s death, the Government has lost a very 
valuable servant.” 


Mr. Nelson was in the service of the Eastern Extension Telegraph

At the Council of State held on June Poth, 1905, at Taiping, in the 
Council Chamber, an address was presented to HH. the Sultan by the 
Members of Council. Tt was read in) Malay and also in’ English. The 
Malay version will be found in the Werf Kerajaau, Perak. The following 
is the English version : 


ADDRESS FROM THE MEMBERS OF THE COUNCIL OF STATE ‘TO HIS 
HIGHNESS SIR IDRIS MERSID EL AAZAM SHAH, 6.CM.G., 
SULTAN OF PERAh. 


Your Hicuness, 


In approaching Your Highness with the object of presenting an address, 
on the occasion of this, the happy anniversary of Your Highness’ birthday, 
Your Council desires to say a few words with reference to the services to 
this country which have been rendered by you, both before and after your 
accession to the throne. During the early disturbances in Perak, in the 
subsequent restoration of peace, and more especially at the trial of the 
offenders, your successful efforts on behalf of the cause of law and order 
carned the gratitude of all classes. You were installed as Sultan on April 
Sth, 1899. Your intimate acquaintance with the laws of justice as Chief 
Justice of the State in the early days of British protection, your upright- 
ness of character, your strict observance of the customs of your Malay 
people and the laws of your religion have justified the choice. These gifts 
have gained for you the firm friendship of successive English Advisers at 
your Court, and deserved the honours paid to you by Queen Victoria and 
King Edward VII as evinced both when you were raised to the rank of 
Knight Grand Cross of the most Distinguished Order of Saint Michael and 
Saint George and when you were invited to attend the Coronation Cere- 
monies at London. A character such as yours has assisted in making the 
administration what it now is, and your Council has marked with great 
pleasure the rapid progress which has been made in the development of the 
resourees of the State. That your welfare is a matter of deepest concern 
to all the inhabitants of Perak was proved ouly the other day when you 
were lying at death’s door, for all classes were aware that a heavy loss to 
the State was to be apprehended. Your Malay subjects showed universal 
grief and intense anxiety, and prayers for your recovery were by them 
offered at every Mosque in Perak. We are thankful to know that such a 
calamity has been averted, and we take this opportunity of congratulating 
you upon your recovery. At the same time we wish Your Highness, upon 
this vour birthday, a long and prosperous reign. 
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H. H. the Sultan replied in Malay, and his speech will be found in the 
Werta Kerajuan, Perak, given in that language. The following is a transla- 
tion of the speech into the Kuglish Janguage : 

Mr. Resident, Members of my Council and others liere assembled : 

The State of Perak had in the past twenty-eight Sultans before it 
placed itself under the protection of the British Government. Almighty 
God so willed it that during the reign of the twenty-sixth Sultan there were 
disputes and these resulted in the rise of two Sultans together. This was 
the reason for the intervention of the British Government to protect the 
State and a Resident was appointed, the father of the preseut Resident, to 
be an adviser to the State of Perak. It was the will of God that the 
disturbances still continued, the people of Perak not yet realising the 
uprightness and justice of the English administration. But it is a matter 
of experience in this world that strife at the beginning will be peace at the 
last. So it happened in Perak, and after the troubles were over Mr. Hugh 
Low, afterwards Sir Hugh Low, was appointed as adviser to Perak. He 
was the officer who first began the work of peace, but even in his time full 
peace was not secured. It was only in the time of Mr. Swettenham, after- 
wards Sir Frank Swettenham, as adviser in Perak, that a permanent and 
lasting state of peace was brought about. The gentlemen who have been ap- 
pointed from time to time as advisers in succession to Sir Frank Swettenham, 
have all been men of great wisdom, uprightness of character, in fact, picked 
men one after another, amongst them our present Resident. By their help 
the favour of the Queen Empress Victoria and of her son King Edward VIT 
was gained and J] was given my present Order. At the time when 
Mr. Rodger was Resident and was transferred from this State I was much 
distressed, for he was a man who was intimately acquainted with Malay 
affairs, and I did not know at the time who was to suceeed him. But when 
I heard of the appointment of the present Resident my distress fell away 
from me, for [ had learnt to know his great goodness of heart and wisdom 
when he was Acting Resident of Perak. He is intimately acquainted with 
Malay affairs, and more than all he has the gift of attaching to himself the 
hearts of his friends. In this connection I call to witness his kindness in 
causing this splendid celebration of my birthday. When I went to London 
to be present at the Coronation of the King, I could not see him in person 
for he was ill at that time. But as I said before troubles at the beginning 
mean happiness at the last, and the King recovered of his illness and took 
his seat upon the throne of Hngland. My own case is somewhat: parallel. 
Almighty God so willed it that f fell il and when T was a little recovered 1 
was advised to leave the country and take a sca vovage to drive away sick 
fancies, so that my mind being relieved of its distress, my body should 
regain health. When [€ came back the Resident and all the English 
gentlemen and the heads of all the various communities made preparations 
to reecive me on this my birthday. Tam very greatly pleased. My heart 
is full to overflowing. It is the best prescription possible to cure my 
illness. But in my present feeling of pleasure T cannot forget the distress. 
which the recently announced death of Sir Hugh Low has caused me. I 
cordially thank the Resident and the heads of various communities who are 
here present and have arranged the celebration of my birthday so excced- 
ingly well. T wish them all a long life, with health, wealth and happiness.

PUBLIC HEALTH. 


RESOLUTIONS AND RULES, 
adopted by the GeneraL MepicaL Councit on December 2, 1902, May 29 and 
November 30, 1903, May 31, 1904, and May 25 and 26, 1905, for 
DIPLOMAS IN PUBLIC HEALTH. 


I. The Coencit, having regard to the terms of Section 18 of the Local Gorernment Act 
(1888), and of Section 54 of the Local Government (Scotland) Act (1889) ; and observing that 
under those sections special privilege is to be accorded to the holders of the Diplomas granted 
under Section 21 of the Medical Act (1886), and therein described as Diplomas in Sanitary 
Science, Public Health, or State-Medicine, thinks it essential to declare, with regard to its 
own future action, under Section 21 of the Medical Act (1886), that it will not consider 
Diplomas to “deserve recognition in the Medical Register” unless they have been granted 
under such conditions of education and examination as to ensure (in the judgment of the 
CounciL) the possession of a distinctively high proficiency, scientific and practical, in all the 
branches of study which concern the Public Health: and the Councin, in forming its 
judgment on such conditions of education and examination, will expect the following Rules to 
have been observed :— 

Rote 1. A period of not less than 12 months shall have elapsed between the attainment 
of a reyistrable Qualification in Medicine, Surgery, and Midwifery, and the admission of the 
Candidate to any Examination or any part thereof for a Diploma in Sanitary Science, Public 
Health, or State-Medicine. 

Rore 2. Every Candidate shall have produced evidence that, after obtaining a regis- 
trable Qualification, he has during six months received practical instruction in a Laboratory or 
Laboratories, British or Foreign, approved by the Licensing Body granting the Diploma, in 
which Chemistry, Bacteriology, and the Pathology of the Diseases of Animals transmissible 
to Man are taught. 

Ruxe 3. Every Candidate shall have produced evidence that, after obtaining a regis- 
trable Qualification. he has during six months (of which at least three months shall be distinct 
and separate from the period of laboratory instruction required under Rule 2), been diligently 
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engaged in acquiring a practical knowledge of the duties, routine and special, of Public Health 
Administration, under the supervision of — 
(a) In England and Wales, the Medical Officer of Health of a County or of a single 
Sanitary District having a population of not less than 50,000, or a Medical 
Officer of Health devoting his whole time to Public Health work ; or 
(b) In Scotland, a Medical Officer of Health of a County or Counties, or of one or 
more Sanitary Districts having a population of not less than 30,000; or 
(c) In Ireland, a Medical Superintendent Officer of Health of a District or Districts 
having a population of not less than 30,000; or 
(d) In the British Dominions outside the United Kingdom, a Medical Officer of Health 
of a Sanitary District having a population of not less than 30,000, who himself 
holds a registrable Diploma in Public Health; or 
(e) A Medical Officer of Health who is also a Teacher in the Department of Public 
Health of a recognised Medical School; or 
(f) A Sanitary Staff Officer of the Royal Army Medical Corps having charge of an 
Army Corps, District, or Command, recognised for this purpose by the GENERAL 
Mevicat Councit. 
*,* For the Districts and Commands that have been recognised by the Councit, sec below. 


Note (1) The certificate of an Assistant Medical Officer of Health of a County or of a single Sanitary 
District having a population of not less than 50,000 may be accepted as evidence under Rule 
3, provided the Medical Ofticer of Health of the County or District in question permits the 
Assistant Offcer to give the necessary instruction and to issue certificates. 

Note (2) Provided that the period of six months may be reduced to a period of three months (which 
shall be distinct and separate from the period of laboratory instruction required under Rule 
2), in the case of any Candidate who produces evidence that, after obtaining a registrable 
Qualification, he has during three months attended a course or courses of instruction in 
sanitary law, sanitary engineering, vital statistics, and other subjects bearing on Public 
Health Administration, given by a Teacher or Teachers in the Department of Public Health 
of a recognised Medical School. 

Note (3) A Candidate who shall have produced evidence that he has himself held for a period of not less 
than three years an appointment as Medical Officer of Health of a Sanitary District within 
the British Dominions, and having a population of not less than 15,000, may be exempted from 
the requirement of Rule 3. 


Rure 4. Every Candidate shall have produced evidence that, after obtaining a regis- 
trable Qualification, he has attended during three months the practice of a Hospitai 
for Infectious Diseases at which opportunities are afforded for the study of Methods of 
Administration. 

Note (1) Methods of Administration shall include the methods of denling with patients at their 
admission and discharge, as well as in the wards, and the Medical Superintendence 
of the Hospital gencrally. 

Note (2) In the case of the Medical Ufficer-of the Royal Army Medical Corps a certificate from a 
Principal Medical Officer under whom he has served, statiug that he has during a period of 
at least three months been diligently engaged in acquiring a practical knowledge of Hospital 
Administration in relation to Infectious Diseases, may be accepted as evidence under Rule 4. 


Rue 5. The Examination shall have been conducted by Examiners specially qualified ; 
it shall have extended over not- less than four days, one of which shall have been devoted to 
practical work in a Laboratory, and one to practical examination in, and reporting on, 
subjects which fall within the special outdoor duties of a Medical Officer of Health. 

*,* The Rules 2, 3, 4, as to study, shall not apply to 
Medical Practitioners registered, or entitled to be registered, on or before January, 1890. 

II. The Councit shall, from time to time, appoint an Inspector or Inspectors of 
Examinations in Public Health, with special instructions to report to the Counci, whether 
the Examination of each Licensing Body does or does not afford evidence, on the part of 
Candidates passing such Examination, of a distinctively high proficiency, scientific and 
practical, in each and all of the branches of study which concern the Public Health.

1. (i) This Enactment may be cited as *'The Telegraphs Enact- Short title. 
ment, 1905,” and shall come into force upon the publication thereof and repeat 
in the Gazette. 


(i) Upon the coming into furce of this Enactment the Enactment 
specified in the schedule hereto shall be repealed to the extent mentioned 
in the third column of the said schedule; but all licenses granted and 
rules made under the Enactment hereby repealed, and now in force, 
shall, so far as they are not inconsistent with the provisions hereinafter 
contained, be deemed to have been granted and made under this 
Enactment. 


2. In this Enactment unless there be something repugnant in the interpretation. 
subject or context— 


Gi) “Telegraph” means an electric or magnetic telegraph whether 
worked with or without lines of wires, and includes appliances for 
transmitting or making telegraphic, telephonic or other communica- 
tion by means of electricity, galvanism or magnetism, but does not 
include electric appliances for domestic use only. 


(ii) “Telegraph officer” means any person employed, either per- 
manently or temporarily in connection with a telegraph established, 
maintained or worked by the Government or by a person licensed 
under this Enactment.

the Police Force; and every such additional constable shall be vested 
with all the powers, privileges and duties of a constable belonging to 
the Police Force.

18. Tan Ah Hye’s petition with reference to his agricultural and 
mining lands at ‘lupai, near Taiping, is fully explained by the British 
Resident.

The British Resident reviews the circumstances under which the 
legislation was undertaken, and states that the operation of the Rules was 
latterly suspended until June 30th, 1905. He adds that it was proposed to 
discuss the matter at a Conference of British Residents but that up to the 
present it has not been found possible to arrange the Conference.

36. A report from the District Officer, Larut and Krian, on the con- 
duct of Abdul Hamid bin Haji Abdullah, Assistant Penghulu of Simpang 
mukim, Matang District, is considered. The Council is reminded by the 
British Resident of this Penghulu’s previous unsatisfactory record. It is 
decided to dismiss Abdul Hamid, with effect from 2Ist June, 1905, and to 
appoint Raja Ismail bin Raja Ngah Petra to succeed him, on six months’ 
probation. 


37. Haji Abdul Rafar bin Hassan, Penghulu of Sungei Durian mukim, 
Lower Perak District, having been reported by the District Officer for un- 
satisfactory conduct is dismissed by the Council, with effect from 21st June, 
1905, and Haji Muhammad Tahir bin Muhammad Said, Assistant Penghulu 
of Teluk Bahru mukim, Lower Perak District, is appointed to succeed him. 
Nawi bin Nurdin, Process Server, Land Office, Lower Perak, is appointed 
to succeed Haji Muhammad Tahir as Assistant Penghulu of Teluk Bahru 
mukim, on six mouths’ probation. 
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38. Raja Ibrahim bin Raja Sleiman, Assistant Penghulu of Chanderi- 
ang mukim, Batang Padang District, is dismissed for absence without leave, 
with effect from 7th May, 1905, Muhammad Abas bin Na’ Aris is appointed 
to suceeed him, on six months’ probation. 


39. A request for clerical assistance to be granted to the Penghulu of 
Tupai mukim, Larut District, is considered and refused. 


40. The recommendation of the District Officer, New Territory, for an 
increase to the salary of the Assistant Penghulu of Temenggor mukim, is 
taken into consideration but no action ti iken. 


41. The Council records the expression of its views that it should be a 
condition of the appointment of all Penghulus that they should endeavour 
to qualify as demareators. The British Resident agrees to represent the 
views of the Council to the Resident-General. 


42. The question of defraying from the State funds the travelling 
expenses of Penghulus is discussed. It is decided to appoint Raja di Hilir,

Orang Kaya Kaya Stia Bijaya di Raja as a Committee to investigate the 
existing position and to make recommendations. 


The Council adjourns to 10.30 a.m., on Thursday, 22nd June, 1905.

43. The Penghuluships of the Krian District are discussed together 
with proposals by the District Offic er, Larut and Krian, and it is decided to 
recommend the following change . the appointment of Penghulu, Orang 
Dagang, Jalan Bharu, to be abolished, and the appointment of Penghulu, 
Tanjong Piandang, to be created in place thereof, on a salary of $291; the 
raising of the salary of the Penghulu, Parit Buntar, from $240 to $300 a 
year; and the creation of the appointment of Assistant Penghulu, Parit 
Bnntar, on a salary of $180 a year. The Council appoints Hamid bin 
Awang, Penghulu of Kampong Kedah mukim, to be Penghulu of Bagan 
Tiang fuking and Muhammad bin Ahmad, Penghulu of Bagan Tiang, to he 
Penghulu of Tanjong Piandang, when the above recommendations have 
taken effect.

44, Proposals from the District Officer, New Territory, on the subject 
of the appointments of the Kathis and Penghulus in that District are dis- 
cussed. It is decided that the Assistant Kathi, Upper Perak District, shall 
visit the New Territory District at least once in three months, and that his 
travelling expenses be paid from the votes of the New Territory District, an 
arrangement similar to that prevailing in Selama sub-district. As a result 
of considering the District Officer, New ‘Territory’s representations that a 
salary of $150 a year is insufficient for the Assistant Penghulu of Grit and 
Kenering mukims, the Council decides to recommend that in no case shall 
any Penghulu be paid less than $240 a year. 


45. The subject of public gaming by Malays is raised by the British 
Resident and the members of Council give their views separately. These 
are recorded, and the British Resident undertakes to represent them to the 
forthcoming Conference of British Residents. 


46. Matang Mosque being in a dilapidated condition it is decided to 
cause it to be repaired at the expense of the State. 
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47. The salary of the Assistant Kathi, Upper Perak District, 13 re- 
commended to be raised from 3300 to $360 a year. 

48. The debts of Syed Abdullah bin Syed Abu Bakar, Chief Kathi, are 
again discussed. Reference is had to the decision of the Council on this 
subject at the meeting of 24th December, 1904. The Council now decides 
to instruct the District Officer, Kuala Kangsar, to enquire what property is 
possessed by the Chief Kathi, and to call upon him to hand it over to 
Government to be disposed of and the proceeds devoted to payment of his 
debts. 


49. Raja Banon binti Raja Sheikh’s application for a pension on the 
grounds of her advanced age and her relationship to the late Sultan Ismail 
is considered. A pension is refused, but the casual allowance of $15 a year 
which she now receives is raised to $25. 

50. The appointment of an Assistant Kathi for the sub-district of Bruas, 
to reside at Parit, is recommended, and it is decided to appoint Raja Muhain- 
mad Hanafiiah bin Imam Paduka Tuan Raja Haji Yahyah, when the 
recommendation has taken effect. 

51. Raja Alang bin Raja Mansur’s application for pecuniary assistance 
is refused, but the Council records its opinion that he might be granted 
five acres of mining land outside the auction area on the usual terms. 

52. Alang Rafiah binti Megat Osman’s request for further pecuniary 
assistance is considered and her casual allowance of $50 is raised to $70 a vear. 


53. Ngah Aminah bint: Negah Lamat and her sister Ngah Halijah are 
recommended for an increase to their existing pensions of $66 a year each to 
$84 a year each. 

54. Abdullah Sagap, of Sungei Raia, Ipoh, having applied for a pension 
on the ground of services rendered in the past, it is decided not to accede to 
the request but to recommend the grant to him of five acres of mining land 
outside the auction area on the usual terms. 


55. The appointment of Imam Paduka Tuan, now vacant, is discussed 
by the Council. As a result of the discussion it is decided to recommend 
that provision be made in the Estimates, 1906, for the salaries of all the 
Orang Besar Ampat, Dilapan and Anamblas, but the Council does not at 
present contemplate filling the appointments. The Council records that the 
titles of these Officers of State are as follows:

Wuereas it is expedient to regulate sentences of flogging, and to 
limit the number of strokes which may be awarded by seutences of the 
Courts or under the rules in force in the Prisons of the State: 


Ir is therefore hereby enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council, 
as follows :— 


1. This Enactment may be cited as “The Flogzing Regulation 
Enactment, 1905,” and shall come into foree upon the publication 
thereof in the Gazette. 


2. When a person is convicted of any offence legally punishable 
by flogging, the sentence awarded by the Court for such offence shall 
not, anything to the contrary in any law present or future of the 
State notwithstanding, exceed the number of 24 strokes in the case of 
adults and 12 strokes in the case of juvenile offenders. 


3. When a person is convicted at one trial of any two or more 
distinct offences, any two or more of which are legally punishable by 
flogging, the combined sentences awarded by the Court for any such 
offences shall not, anything to the contrary in any law present or 
future of the State notwithstanding, exceed a total number of 24 
strokes in the case of adults and 12 strokes in the case of juvenile 
offenders. 


4. When any sentence of flogging shall be passed by the lawful 
authority upon any prisoner for breach of any prison or other rule or 
rules, the total nuinher of strokes to be inflicted under such sentence 
shall not exceed 24 in the case of adults and 12 in the case of juvenile 
offenders, and no prisoner shall be liable to more than one such 
sentence in respect of the act or acts or omission or omissions in 
respect of which he shall have been sentenced as aforesaid. 


5. No sentence of flogging shall be carried out except with an 
instrument approved by the Resident-General. 


6. In no case shall a sentence of flogging be passed upon a female, 
either by the Courts or in the prisons of the State.

Ir is hereby enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council as 
follows :— 

1. (i) This Enactment may be cited as “ The Post Office Enact- Short title, 
ment, 1905,” and shall come into force upon the publication thereof fnarpeal, 
in the Gazette. 

Gi) Upon the coming into force of this Enactment, the Enactments

(b) Prescribe the postage to be charged on postal articles when 
the postage is not prepaid or is insufficiently prepaid ; 

(c) Provide for the redirection of postal articles and the trans- 
mission by post of articles so redirected, either free of 
charge or subject to such further charge as may be specified

(ad) Prescribe the fees to be charged for the “express delivery” 
of postal articles, in addition to, or instead of any other 
postage chargeable thereon under this Enactment. 

Explanation.—* Express delivery" means delivery by a special 
messenger or conveyance, 


17. (i) The addressee of a postal article on which postage or any 
other sum chargeable under this Enactment is due shall be bound to 
pay the postage or sum so chargeable on his accepting delivery of the 
postal article, unless he forthwith returns it unopened. 


Provided that, if any such postal article appears to the satisfaction 
of the Director or his deputy to have been maliciously sent for the 
purpose of annoying the addressee, he may remit the poxstaye. 

(ii) If any postal article on which postage or any other sum charge- 
able under this Enactment is due is refused or returned as aforesaid, 
or if the addressee is dead or cannot be found, then the sender shall 
be bound to pay the postage or sum due thereon under this Enactment.

19. If any person refuses to pay any postage or other sum due 
from him under this Enactment in respect of any postal article, the 
sum so due may, on application made by an officer of the Postal 
Department authorised in this behalt by the written order of the 
Director or his deputy, be recovered for the use of the pust office from 
the person so refusing, as if it were a fine imposed under this Enact- 
ment, before any Magistrate having jurisdiction where that person may 
for the time being be resident; and the Director or his deputy may 
further direct that any other postal article, not being on Government 
Service, addressed to that person shall be withheld from him until the 
sum so due is paid or recovered as aforesaid.

POSTAGE STAMPS.

(ce) Prescribe the conditions with regard to perforation, deface- 
meut and all other matters subject to which postage stamps 
may be accepted or refused in payment of postage or 
other sums ; 

(d) Regulate the custody, supply and sale of postage stamps ; 


(e) Declare the persous by whom and the terms and conditions 
subject to which postage stamps may be sold; and 


(f) Prescribe the duties and remuneration of persons selling 
postage stumps. 


23. Postaye stamps provided under section 22 shall be deemed to 
be stamps issued by Government for the purpose of revenue within the 
meaning of the Penal Code, and, subject to the other provisions of this 
Enactment, shall be used for the prepayment of postage or other sums 
chargeable under this Enactment in respect of postal articles, except 
where the Resident-General directs that prepayment shall be made 
in some other way. 


CHAPTER VI. 
CONDITIONS OF TRANSMISSION OF POSTAL ARTICLES. 


24. (i) The Resident-General may by rule provide for the re- 
delivery to the sender without reference to the consent of the addressee 
and subject to such conditions (if any) as may be deemed fit, of any 
postal article in cumse of transmission by post.

(a) Any indecent or obscene printing, painting, photograph, 
lithograph, engraving, book or card, or any other indecent 
or obscene article; or 

(b) Any postal article having thereon, or on the cover thereof, 
any words, marks or designs of an indecent, obscene, 
seditious, scurrilous, threatening, or grossly offensive 
character; or 

(ce) Any postal article bearing any fictitious postage stamps or 
purporting to be prepaid with any postage stamp which 
has previously been used to prepay any other postal article 
or any revenue duty or tax; or 


(d) Correspondence posted without covering or in open envelopes 
or open covers containing any lottery ticket or any ad- 
vertisement of prizes or any other announcement relating 
to any public lottery, sweepstakes or other gambling trans- 
action. 


27. (i) The Resident-General may make rules as to the transmis- 
mission by post of postal articles. 


(ii) In particular and without prejudice to the generality of the 
foregoing power such rules may— 


(a) Provide for the granting receipts for, and the granting and 
obtaining certificates of, posting and delivery of postal 
articles and the sums to be paid, in addition to any other 
postage, for such receipts and certificates ; and 

(b) Regulate covers, forms, dimensions, maximum weights and 
enclosures, and the use of postal articles, other than letters, 
for making communications.

An Enactment to facilitate Military Manceuvres and 
Firing Exercises. 
E. W. BIRCH, ‘26th October, 1905. 
British Resident. 


Is is hereby enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Councils follows: 

1. This Enactment may be cited as “The Military Manoeuvres) short tite and 
Enactment, 1905,” and shail come into force upon the publication Commencement, 
thereof in the Gazette. 

2. Subject to the provisions of this Enactment it shall be hovful 
for the Officer Commanding the Troops in the Federated Malay States 
to authorise the execution of military manouvres for training pur- 
poses in any part of the State and at any time of the year. 


3. (i) Whenever the number of troops to be engaged in’ such 
mancweuvres exceeds five hundred notice in writing shall be piven to 
the Secretary to the Resident at least one month before the date on 
which it is proposed to execute such manauvres, specifying the date of 
the commencement of such manoeuvres, the period not exceeding three 
months during which and approximately the limits within which such 
manceuvres are to be executed. Such notice shall also specify a date 
not earlier than one month from the conclusion of the mancuvres 
within which claims for compensation arising from the putting in 
force the provisions of this Enactment shall be sent to an officer to be 
named in such notice and called the Compensation Officer.

The Council meets at 11 aan. 

The British Resident introduces Mr. Eric Maxwell, who takes his seat 
and is welcomed by His Highness the Sultan. 

An Enactment to regulate sales by public auction is explained to 
the Council by the British Resident, who says that the desire of the 
Council that Auctioneers should find security can be met by administrative 
order without the necessity of altering the draft before the Council. Mr. 
Maxwell proposes an amendment which is carried into effect, and the Enact- 
ment is passed, becoming “The Auctioncers’ Sales Enactment, No. 9 of 1905.” 


srg 
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An Enactmenut to regulate the law relating to sentences of flogging is 
explained by the British Resident. After discussion of its provisions, it is 
passed, becoming “ The Flogging Regulation Enactment, No. 10 of 1005,” 


An Enactment to amend the law relating to the Postal Department is 
introduced by the British Resident, who refers the Council to the reasons 
necessitating such a law. ‘The Enactment is passed, becoming “The Post 
Office Enactment, No. 11 of 1905.” 


An Enactment to facilitate Military Manwuvres and Firing Exercises 
is brought forward by the British Resident, who explains its provisions to 
the Council. The Enactment is passed, becoming “The Military Manau- 
vres Enactment, No. 12 of 1905.” 


An Enactment, in draft, for the establishment and regulation of irviga- 
tion areas is brought forward by the British Resident for information 
of the Council. Towkay Heah Swee Lee criticises the severity of the penalty 
clauses, but the feeling of the-Council is not in favour of any alteration in 
this respect. A general discussion on the provisions of the proposed law 
ensues, and various members of Council express their views. The Council 
eventually approves the draft, and the British Resident undertakes to 
represent this approval to the Resident-General. 


The draft Courts Enactment recently published for general information 
in the (azette is discussed, with especial reference to the powers of Kathis. 
The Council defers record of its views until the British Resident. has 
communicated further with the Resident-Geueral. 


The Council notes the acceptance by the Resident-General of the 
principle of a proposed amendment to the Muhamimadan Laws Euactment 
mentioned at the Council Meeting of June 20th, 1905, 


The reply of the Resident-General with reference to concurrent titles for 
land under both the Mining and Land Enactments is announced to the Commoil 
by the British Resident. The Council notes that the Resident-Gencral, as 
at present advised, is not prepared to accept the proposal to allow such concur- 
rent titles. Trowkay Heah Swee Lee says that if lessees of mining lands were 
allowed to plant on worked out lands they would fill up the holes made by 
mining operations with good soil from other portions of their land whilst 
such other portions were being mined, which would result in planted areas 
instead of a collection of deep ‘holes, now the usual result of mining. Mr. 
Maxwell suggests further reference to the Resident-General, with the object of 
passing a short Knactment specially to apply to conversion of mining land 
into agricultural land, pointing out that much mining land in Kinta District 
is now planted and in danger of resumption for failure to mine. The 
Malay Members of Council agree with the views expressed, with the 
proviso that only approved and permanent forms of cultivation be allowed. 
The Council finally recommends that a short Enactment be passed, giving 
it powers to confer cultivation rights upon holders of mining leases. The 
British Resident agrees to represent this view to the Resident-General. 


The refusal or neglect of Malays to enter Governmeut hospitals is 
discussed. The British Resident enquires whether the establishment of a 
Malay hospital, where all the staff with the exception of the higher officials 
should be Malays, would be likely to result in improved attendance. The 
Malay Members of Council think it would. The Orang Kaya Kaya Sri 
Adika Raja especially recommends the appointment of a Malay lady doctor 
to reach the Malay women and children. The Acting Secretary to Resident 
suggests Malays of good family qualifying as Hospital Assistants in the 
Straits Settlenients and Federated Malay States Medical College in Singapore, 
or being educated for the higher branches of the Medical profession. He 
suggests, too, some instruction in the first principles of medicine and 
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hygiene at the Malay Residential School at Kuala Kangsar. The most 
generally approved proposal is to establish a Malay hospital in every 
district where there is a considerable Malay population. 


A letter from the Resident-General is laid before the Council stating 
that the Legal Adviser is preparing an Enactment to deal with “Adat Negri” 
(the right of the Sultan in Council to make any order in any Malay case 
brought before him). The British Resident expresses himself as personally 
averse to snch a proposal, but explains to the Council how it is intended 
that all cases coming within the scope of the proposed law should be 
investigated by a Magistrate, and his finding reported to the Sultan for an 
expression of his will. His Highness the Sultan thinks that it will perhaps 
be as well to defer any decision on the subject until the proposal is more 
clearly formulated. Mr. Maxwell says that he sees no necessity for a law 
on the subject in-as-much as His Highness the Sultan is the best judge of 
what is Adat Negri. ‘lhe Orang Kaya Kaya Sri Adika Raja supports this 
view, and states that each case, under the existing procedure, is thoroughly 
investigated before any order is passed, and that he has not heard any 
complaints of injustice. The Council considers that there seems to be no 
necessity for the proposed law in-as-much as the existing practice is part of 
the constitution and the right of the Sultan to deal with offences against 
Adat Negri is exercised with due regard to the usual rules of justice. It is 
determined, however, to await the arrival of the proposed Enactment before 
coming to any final decision. 


The Council discusses a proposal made by the District Officer, Larut 
and Krian, to supply buffaloes on certain terms of repayment to the 
Penghulus of the Krian District, for distribution amongst their “anak buah.” 
The chief objection raised is the liability of the buffaloes to contract disease, 
which would result in loss to the Government if it lent money to buy 
buffaloes, but it is admitted that these animals greatly improve rice fields 
in very many ways. The Orang Kaya Kaya Mentri says that any attempt 
to increase the use of the buffalo in Krian should go hand in hand with a 
strict quarantine on animals imported overland. His Highness expresses 
himself as much obliged to Mr. Hale for the suggestion, but fears that the 
risks to be assumed by Government under the scheme are too great. The 
British Resident takes the opinion of the Members of Council, which is that 
the scheme might be tried. but that not more than $2,000 should be devoted 
to the purpose and confined to not more than two of the mukims of the 
Krian District.

The retirement of Luakang bin Muhammad Arshad, Penghuhw of 
Blanja, District of Kuala Kangsar, on a pension is allowed. Et is decided 
to recommend that the salary of this appointment. be Sto without allow- 
ances of any kind. Raja Usuf bin Raja Yahya, at: present Assistant 
Penghulu, is appointed to be Penghulu. Muhammad Nor bin Abdul Salim, 
at present Second Assistant Penghulu, is appoimred Assistant Penghulu 
on $300, without allowances of any kind. ‘The appointment of Second 
Assistant Penghulu is not considered necessary. The appointment of a 
Penghulu to the mukim of Bruas, District of Kuala Kanesar, is recom- 
mended, on a salary of 8600, with the condition that the appointment of 
Second siete ant Penehula, mukim of Blanja, be abolished as stated above, 
and Abdul Hamid bin Meor Ahmad, Penghulu of Fok, District of Larut, is 
appointed. ‘The vacaney thus caused is filled by the appointment of Haji 
Muhammad Nasib bin Haji Mulammad Yasim, and at present Assistant 
Penghulu, mukim of Bukit Gantang, District of Larut, to be Penghulu, 
mukimn of Jjok, District of Larut, on a salary of S360 without allowances 
of any kind. Lop Abdul Shukor bin Uman Ali is appointed Assistant 
Penghulu, mukim of Bukit Gantang, District of Larut, on six months 
probation, on a salary of $240 without allowances of any kind. 


Abdul Latip bin Muhammad Tahir, Assistant Penghalu, mukim = of 
Sungei Tinggi (Teme rloh), sub-district of Matang, is appointed Penghulu, 
mukimn of 1 upai and Pengkalan Aor, District of Larut, on a salary of 8360 
per annum without allowances of any kind, in succession to Iiche Ngah 
Tamban bin Hitam Dam, deceased. Wahab bin Jaffar, Assistant Penghulu, 
mukin of Briah, District of Larut, is appointed to be Assistant Penghulu, 
mmukim of Sungei Tinggi (Temerloh), sub-district of Matang, on a salary of 
$240 without allowances of any kind. The appointment of Assistant 
Penghulu, Briah, lapses. 


FRIDAY, 277TH OCTOBER, 1905. 
The Council meets at 11 a.m. 


Towkay Foo Choo Choon introduces the subject of a notice signed by 
the Acting Warden of Mines, which has appeared in all the publie prints, 
stating that a list of mining lands forfeitable for failure to comply with 
prescribed conditions has been prepared and will be open for inspection and 
lodging of objections for one month from 3rd October, 1905, after which 
date the British Resident will be recommended to cancel all leases remaining 
thereon. fe states that 67,000 acres of mining land leased to Chinese, 
18,000 acres leased to Malays, and 7,000 acres Jeased to Europeans are 
forfeitable under the conditions to which the notice refers. He asks that 
longer notice be given before the provisions of the Mining Enactment are 
enforced, and suggests six months notice to comply and a further two years 
period of grace before the law is strictly enforced. He adds that as much 
of this land is mortgaged, forfeiture will cause widespread loss. Towkay 
Chung Thye Phin supports ‘owkay Foo Choo Choon, stating that the 
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mining industry is not very prosperous at present, and that the census of 
labour, t taken by the Mines Departinent, upon which forfeiture would 
proceed, is not as correct as it might be. Towkay Leong Fee agrees and 
also criticises the accuracy of the census list. Mr. KE. Maxwell thinks that 
one month’s notice is not long enough for lessees to comply with the 
requirements of the law and their leases. He asks for careful consideration 
of the subject as it is one which affects a very large number of miners. 
The British Resident reviews the reasons which led to the issue of the 
notice, at the suggestion of the Senior Warden of Mines, on the same lines 
us was being done in Selangor. He states that there are 90,000 coolies in 
Perak, and that twice this number would be required to comply with the 
labour conditions of the existing leases. He explains, in detail, the views 
of the Senior Warden, aud states that he is inclined to agree with the 
previous speakers that immediate cancellation for failure to fulfil labour 
conditions would be a hardship. He reminds the Council, however, that 
there are capitalists anxious to invest in mining in Perak who cannot do so 
as long as the books are closed and large areas of land locked up without 
being worked. He feels certain that unless the labour conditions of the 
leases are strictly enforced the existing difficulties will be intensified. He 
pays a tribute to the energy and enterprise of the Chinese of Perak, but 
warns them that progress cannot be expected under existing conditions. 
Towkay Leong Fee accepts these views, but urges that longer notice be 
given and information of the impending enforcement of labour conditions 
published everywhere in the Chinese language. The Secretary to Resident 
reminds the Council that the Ipoh Mining Conference of 1901, the large 
majority of whose members were the leading mine-owners of the Federated 
Malay States, resolved that the condition of employing one man per acre 
“should be rigidly euforced on the ground that the law should be certain 
and not arbitrarily and intermittently applied.” ‘lhe procedure of which 
they now complain is what they themselves asked for. Mr. Dykes has 
endeavoured to lighten rather than to enforce harshly the conditions of the 
law. He has begun by putting a notice in the newspapers of apparent 
defaulters. It will take the Mincs Department about 6 months from the 
date of this notice to enquire into objections and revise their list for sub- 
mission to the Resident. Then the Resident! will probably give 6 months 
notice to show cause under Section 21 (i) to those mentioned in the revised 


list. That gives them a year’s grace. Tlion they can get-one or two’ 


further extensions of 6 months each under Section 16 (iti) (0). That is to 
say that under the existing law they can get.all the extension of time they 
want or can reasonably expect, and those who cannot. shew cause or fomply 
with the conditions of the Mining Enactment. in the time thus granted are 
deserving of no further consideration. ; { 


Mr. Maxwell supports the Chinese Members in asking’ for time to 
comply with labour conditions. He states that immediate canc@¢llation will 
shake confidence and benefit no one. He urges that more rdads should 
be made. He disagrees with the view of the Senior Warden thpt cancelled 
lands will be leased again and worked by others. ‘the Britfsh Resident 
ns that Government should not be expected to make roads Aor owners of 
lands who do not work or even prove it. He states that hefhas been glad 
to hear the full expression of the views of the Chinese Members and of Mr. 
Maxwell. His Highness the Sultan says that for the last tyo years he has 
heard with regret complaints that the mining industry ws experiencing 
difficulties, due to shortness of money, and he is quite ready to believe that 
such difficulties exist. He states further that many of ffBe Chinese and 
other lessees of mining lands are children in legal affairs aid do not realise 
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the conditions upon which they have taken out their mining leases, and 
consequently have been much disturbed by the notice published. The 
notice, however, has attained the object with which it was published and 
aroused the attention of miners. He thinks that now by means of notices 
in various languages the lability of their Jeases to cancellation should 
be thoroughly brought home to lessees. He suggests that this information 
should be published effectively and continuously for at least two years and 
that after this period the labour conditions should be strictly enforced. 
The British Resident accepts the geueral view of the members who have 
spoken, and agrees to consider the question of extending the time of comply- 
ing with labour conditions. 


Tt is decided to recommend payment to Uda Hashim bin Ngah 
Tambah, who acted as Penghulu, mukim of ‘Tupai, District of Larut, of S20 
a month from the date of his father’s death to the date of Abdul Latip’s 
taking over the appointment. 


Uda Hashim bin Ngah Tambah is appointed Assistant Penghulu, 
mukim of Parit Buntar, sub-district of Krian, on six mouths’ probation, 
on a salary of $180 per annum. 


Muhammad Taib bin Abdul Samad, Assistant Penghulu, mukim of 
Bagan Serai, sub-district of Krian, is dismissed for absenca without leave. 
Lajim bin Yahyah, 2nd Assistant Penghulu, mukim of Bota, District 
of Kuala Kangsar, is appointed to the vacant post. The appointment 
of 2nd Assistant Penghulu, mukim of Bota, District of Kuala Kangsar, 
is abolished. 


Muhammad Yatim bin Tasir, Assistant Penghutu, mukim of Sungei 
Durian, District of Lower Perak, is dismissed for absence without leave and 
not accounting for his revenue collections. Ahmat bin Mat Yatim, Process 
Server, Land Office, Lower Perak, is appointed to the vacant post on 
six'months’ probation. 


The recent conduct of Haji Abdulrahman bin Haji Muhammad Nor, 
Penghulu, mukim of Bagan Datoh, District of Lower Perak, is reviewed on 
a report from the District Officer, Lower Perak, and is considered very 
unsatisfactory. Haji Abdulrahman having 14 years service is not dismissed, 
but the Council calls upon hin to retire, and recommends that he be givena 
gratuity. Mahammad Noh bin Abdullah, Assistant Penghulu, mukim of 
Gopeng, District of Kinta, is appointed Penghulu, mukim of Bagan Datoh, 
District of Lower Perak, on a salary of $540 without allowances of any 
kind. : 


Anjang Plita bin Chu, Penghulu, mukim of Pasir Salak, Lower Perak 
District, is allowed to retire on pension as he requests. 


Haji Ismail bin Haji Abdul Karim, Penghulu, mukim of Kampong 
Gajah, Lower Verak District, is given one month’s notice on the grounds of 
confirmed indolence in carrying out his duties. The mukims of Kampong 
Gajah and Pasir Salak will in future be administered by one Penghulu. 
Anjang Abdullah bin Datuh Sagar, Penghulu, mukim of Pasir Panjang Ulu, 
is appointed to the post of Penghulu, mukims of Kampong Gajah and Pasir 
Salak, on a salary of 5480 without allowances of any kind, and Kulup Meor 
bin Haji Wahab, ‘Assistant Penghulu, mukim of Kampong Gajah, is made 
Assistant Penghulu of the combined mukims, on a salary of 8300 without 
allowances of any:kind. ;

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Any one of the following persons is held to be duly qualified: (2) Members, acting and 
former, of the Nobel Committee of the Norwegian Parliament, as well as the advisers appointed 
at the Norweyian Nobel Institute; (b) Members of Parliament and Members of Government 
of the different States, as well us Members of the pe vanes Union; (c) Membera of 
the International Arbitration Court at the Hague; (@) Members of the Commission of the 
International Peace Bureau; (¢) Members of the Institute of International Law; (f) University 
protessurs of Political Science and of Law, of History and of Philosophy; and (g) Persons 
who have received the Nobel Peace Prize. 

The Nobel Peace Prize may also be accorded to institutions or associations.

An Enactment to amend the law relating to the cousti- 
tution and powers of the Civil and Criminal Courts.

Ir is hereby enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council as 
follows: 


1. (i) This Fnactment inay be cited as The Courts Enactment, Short tule ant 
1905,” and shall come into force upon the Ist day of January, 1906. ment, 

Gi) Upon the coming into force of this Enactment, the Enactments Re 
specified in the schedule hereto shall be repealed to the extent men- 
tioned in the third column of the said schedule. 

(iii) Nothing in this Enactment contained shall affect any special 
jurisdiction or power conferred by any Enactment now in force and 
not hereby repealed or amended. 

(iv) All appointments made under the provisions of any Ena 
hereby repealed. shall, so far as they are consistent with the pre 
of this Enactient, be deemed to have been made under this Enactment. 

(v) All rules which may be in foree as law under the provisions of 
any Enactment hereby repealed, shall, so far asx they are consistent 
with the provisions of this Enactment, be deemed to have been made 
under this Enactment.

persons as may from time to time be found convenient to be Judicial 
Commissioners : provided that no person shall be appointed to be Chief 
Judicial Commissioner or a Judicial Commissioner who has not for a 
period of at least five years been a barrister of England or Treland, a 
member of the Faculty of Advocates in Scotland, or an advocate and 
solicitor of the Supreme Court of the Federated Malay States or of the 
Straits Settlements.

23. (i) The Registrar shall forthwith after these rules come into 
force make a Roll of Advocates and Solicitors and enter on such roll 
in order the name, with date of admission, of every person admitted. 


(ii) A copy of such Roll signed by the Registrar and under the seal 
of the Court shall be transmitted by him to the Assistant Reyistrars 
to be preserved by them in their respective Registries, and the admis- 
sion of any person shall be forthwith notified by the Registrar to the 
Assistant Registrars for entry in the copy of the Roll in their custody. 


MISCONDUCT OF ADVOCATES AND SOLICITORS. 


24, (i) Applications that an advocate and solicitor may be ordered 
to answer matters in an affidavit or that he be struck off the roll shall 
be by order calling upon the advocate and solicitor to show cause. 


Gi) An application for an order to show cause may be made to 
the Court in any State, but shall be returnable before a Court of at 
least two Judicial Commissioners of whom the Chief Judicial Commis- 
siouer shall be one. 

25. A copy of the affidavit upon which the order was granted shall 
be served with the order upon the advocate and solicitor named in the 
order. 


26. (i) If the advocate and solicitor named in the order shall be or is 
believed to be within the States the rules of Court for service of 
process shall apply to the service of the order, but if the advocate and 
solicitor shall not be within the States the Court may give such 
directions for the service of the order or for notice thereof as it shall 
think fit, or may proceed to make the order absclute ex parte, but any 
order absolute made in cases where personal service of the order to 
show cause has not been effected may be set aside by the Court on the 
application of the advocate and solicitor on good cause being shown. 


(ii) Such application shall be made to a Court of two Judicial 
Commissioners of whom the Chief Judicial Commissioner shall be one. 


27. (i) On the return of any order to show cause under rule 24, 
the Court may direct the Registrar or Assistant Registrar as the case 
may be, or not less than two ‘advocates and solicitors with or without 
the Registrar or Assistant Registrar, to enquire into and report upon 
the alleged misconduct of such advocate and solicitor. 


(ii) On receipt of the report the Court may suspend from practise 
or cancel the se EN or certificate of any advocate and solicitor 
who is convicted of any criminal offence implying a defect of character 
which unfits him to be an advocate or solicitor; and may likewise 
suspend or cancel the admission or certificate of any advocate and 
solicitor for fraudulent or grossly improper conduct in the discharge 
of his professional duty or for any other reasonable cause, or may 
otherwise deal with the matter as it shall deem fit. 
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Gii) The procedure and practice when not expressly regulated by 
these rules shall be the same as near as may be as obtains in like 
cases in the High Court of Justice in England. 


28. Nothing contained in these rules shall apply te the Legal 
Adviser or to the Deputy Public Prosecutors.

8. It shall be lawful for the Resident, with the approval of the tigesit 
Resident-General, by prockunation tor that purpese to be published in ter 
the Gazette, to classify the lands within any irrigntion area and to 
Impose a witer-rate upon such lands in accordance with such  classiti- 
cation, and the Resident may from time to time in like manner vary 
or eaneel such prochumation ; provided that no lands shall be liable to 
any increased assessinent within a period of five vears from the date of 
the last assessment. 


6. A water-rate imposed under the last preceding section shall 
become payable as follows: that is te say no rate shall be payable in 
respect of any lands until irrigation water has been avilable on such 
lands for a period sutticiently long to allow a crop of padi to be planted 
and gathered : upon the first day of January following the date when 
auch a crop has been or inight have been gathered there shall be 
payable to the Collector of Land Revenue of the district one half of 
the rate imposed upon such lands, and upon every first day of January 
thereafter there shall be payable the full amount of the rate imposed 
upon such lands. Provided that where the full supply of water neces- 
sary for the sufficient irrigation of any lands has not been available 
the Collector of Land Revenue may reduce the amount so payable to 
such amount as may seem to him to be just.

works in his charge; provided that in cases in which the officer in 

charge of an irrigation area acting under this section fills up or drains 

any canal, water-course, drain, ditch, pond or swamp without such area, 

he shall pay to the proprietor thereof, if any, reasonable compensation 

for the same ; and if the parties fail to agree as to the amount 80 pay-.

10. The officer in charge of an irrigation area may by notice in 
writing require the proprietor or occupant of any lands within such 
area to clear the banks or sides of any irrigation works on such lands 
from any trees or plants growing thereon or to remove from any lands 
adjoining any irrigation works any growth or refuse likely to damage 
such works or to harbour rats or other vermin. Such notice shall 
require the proprietor or occupant to take the necessary action within 
a certain fixed time, which shall not be less than 14 days from the date 
of the service of the notice, and if default is made in complying with 
the provisions of such notice the officer in charge may cause such 
action to be taken as is required by the notice and may recover the 
cost of sv doing from the said proprietor or occupant by action in any 
civil court of competent jurisdiction. In cases in which the officer in 
charge of an irrigation area acting under this section requires the des- 
truction of valuable trees or plants he shall pay to the proprietor 
reasonable compensation for the same: and if the parties fail to agree 
as to the amount so payable the question sball be referred to the 
Resident whoxe decision thereon shall be final. 


11. The officer in charge of an irrigation area may refuse to allow 
water to be supplied or taken for the irrigation of lands in respect of 
which the water-rate is in arrears, or for the irrigation of lands which 
are not properly provided with banks or batas for the retention of 
water, or for the irrigation of lands the proprietors or occupants of 
which have been convicted of an offence under this Enactment; and 
the water-rate payable upon such lands shall be payable notwith- 
standing such refusal. 


12. In any case in which damage is done to any irrigation works 
by fire originating on adjoining or neighbouring lands the cost of 
repairing such damage may be recovered from the proprietor or 
occupant of such lands by the officer in charge of such works by suit 
in any competent civil court. In such suits it shall not be necessary 
to prove the negligence of the defendant nor shall it be a defence that 
the fire was the result of accident. 


13. Any person who shall wilfully or maliciously block up or 
obstruct or cause to be in any way blocked up or obstructed, or who 
shall encroach on any irrigation tank, channel or water-course, or who 
shall breach or cut through the banks or sides of the same shall be 
liable on conviction to rigorous imprisonment which may extend to six 
months or to fine which may extend to one hundred’ dollars or to 
both. 


14. Any person who shall wilfully cause waste of water conserved 
by any irrigation works, or who not leing entitled to the use of such 
water shall wrongfully “draw off or convert to his own use any such 

water, shall be liable on conviction to rigorous imprisonment “which 
may extend to six months or to fine which may extend to one hundred 
dollars or to both. 


15. If the proprietor or oceupant of any land irrigated by a 
irrigation works shall suffer or permit water obtained from) such 
works or from any water-course or channel connected therewith to run 
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to waste on his land. or shall obtain water for such land from such 
works, water-course or channel in a manner not authorised by the 
officer in charge of such works, such proprietor or occupant shall, in 
addition to any other punishment, penalty or liability which he may 
incur or be liable to under this Enactment, be liable on conviction to 
pay double the rate for the time being assessed under section 5 of 
this Enactment for every year or portion of any year in which he has 
so suffered or permitted such water to run to waste or has obtained it 
in an unauthorised manner, and such double water-rate shall be 
recovered in manner provided by section 7 hereof.

‘Tampering with 
charge of an irrigation area, open or close or otherwise tamper with Arrientiont 
any sluices, water gates, regulators, pipes or other parts of the irriga- 
tion works within such area shall on conviction be liable to rigorous 
imprisonment which may extend to six months or to fine which may

the fund should be invested with the Government whieh should pay 
interest thereon at the rate of six per cent. and provision was made for 
the dne and proper management of the Fund by Directors appointed 
as by the said Enactments provided and that the expenses incurred by 
the Directors should be borne by and paid out of the Fund: And 
whereas the said Fund has been managed under the provisions of the

27. All questions and disputes as to who is entitled to be deemed 
a contributor or as to the right of a widow or child to a pension or as 
to the amount of such pension or as to the rights or liabilities of any 
person under this Enactment shall be referred by the Directors to the 
Resident-General whose decision shall be binding and conclusive on 
all parties and shall be final to all intents and purposes and shall not 
he subject to appeal or be questioned or revised by any court of justice.

FIRST WIFE'S PENSION, 


A. Is consiperation OF THE CONTRIBUTION PAID BY SUCH 
MEMBER DURING BachELORHOOD, 


Reve: Accumulate the contribution without interest. and mul- 
tiply the amount by the quantity found in table A’ cor- 
responding to the respective ages of the husband and wife 
at the time of marriage. 


The product will give the aunual pension to which the 
wife will be entitled on her husband's death, on account of 
his past contributions. 


Exampe: Thus, if the total contributions of such member during 
bachelorhood, when accumulated without interest, amount 
to $300, and the ayes of himself and wife at the time of 
marriage are 30 and 20 respectively, then 


8300 x 346 = $103.80 = wife's pension, 


Notg.— Where the contributor has joined before the first day of March 
1895, the contributions should be accumulated up to that date with 6 per ceut 
compound interest. 


B. In consipERaTION OF THE Future ANNUAL ConTRIBUTIONS 
TO BE PAYABLE FROM THE DaTE oF MARRIAGE. 


(a) In respect of official income receivable at the time of marriage. 


Ree: Multiply the annual contribution by the quantity found in 
table B corresponding to the respective ages of the husband 
end wife at the time of marriage. 


The product will give the annual pension to which the 
wife will be entitled on her husband's death on account. of 
bis contributions in respect of the official income receivable 
at the time of marriage. 


Exampve: Thus, if such last referred to member's official income 
at the time of marriage be $1,000 a year, and the annual 
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contribution be 840 (to cease at 55), and the ages of him-

C, AssEssMENT OF THE AMOUNT OF THE PENSION DURING THE

When such member becomes a widower, a pension is to be supposed 


to attach for the benefit of a wife of exactly the same age as the late 
wife would have been if then alive, such pension either remaining 
unchanged in amount from that to which the late wife was entitled, or 
becoming sfibsequently augmented or reduced in the manner provided 
for by the rules, according as such member’s contributions increase or 
decrease from that time through variations in his official income. 


The amount so determined ig to form the basis for estimating the 


commencing pension to which a second wife becomes entitled at the 
time of her marriage. 


Exampie: Thus, if such last referred to member becomes a 
widower, a pension of ($103.80 + 8162 + 826.08) $291.88 
is to be supposed to attach for the benefit of a wife of 
exactly the same age as the late wife would have been if 
taen alive, and the pension will continue at that amount 
until such member's official income (and his consequent 
contribution) is either increased or decreased.

$291.88 x 3.896 x 238 = 8270.64 = second wife's 
commencing pension. 


B, IncREMENTS ON THE LAST-FOoUND PENsIoNs. 


The second wives’ pensions are to be augmented as often as their 
husbands have an increase of official income. Such augmentations to 
be calculated according to the principles and in the manner described 
in rule IB (b) hereof. always taking the ages of the husband and wife 
as they stand at the date of the increase of official income. 
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III. The rules laid down in rules I and II will apply mutatis 
mutandis to the case of pensions to a third or any subsequent wife of 
a member as above. It should be borne in mind that the pension to 
the last wife, and the age she would have been if alive at the date of 
the further marriage, are always to be taken as the basis for estimat- 
ing the commencing pension to which the new wife is entitled.

FOREST RESERVES. 

No. 1688.—In exercise of the powers vested in him by Section & of 
“The Land Enactment, 1903.” the Resident proclaims those parcels of 
land, situated at Pondok Tanjong and Gunong Semanggol, deseribed in the 
schedule hereto, to be reserves for a publie purpose, that is, Forest Reserves, 
to be maintained and controlled by the Conservator of Forests. 


SCHEDULE. 
Ponpok Taxgoxa Reserve. Approzimate area: 30,000 acres. 


Description.—- North: Commencing at a forest boundary post on the north-west of the 
reserve the boundary follows a defined line, in a south-easterly direction, for 2; miles, to the 
Krian and Selama district boundary post, situated on the Selama road, near the 2Ist mile.

92, 
71, 107 and 47, Batu Kurau, and Mining Lots Nos. 112, 113 and 114, Selama. 
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Gunone Semancco. Reserve. Approrimate area: 1,330 acres. 


Description.— North: Commencing at a boundary stone on the north-east corner of 
Lot. No. 581 (about } mile east of Gunong Semanggol Rest-house on the Main road) the 
boundary follows the Main road to the north-west. corner of Lot No. 823, situated 33 chains 
south-east of the 12th mile-stone. East: thence the boundary runs in a south-easterl
